II. duke of Bourbon and Auvergne, and fourteen others, reſerving to himſelf the 
power of making up che number 36 knights, in the firſt chapter. The place of this 
order was the church of Mont St. Michael, which was choſen for two reaſons, be- 
cauſe it had never been in the hands of the enemies of the crown of France, and 
becauſe Charles VII. when he entered Orleans with Joan of Arc, being on the 
_ bak ſaw, or fancied he ſaw, St. Michael fighting for him. The habit of the 
order was a mantle of white damaſk reaching to the ground, richly trimwed and 
embroidered with ſhells of gold, furred = ermine, with hoods of crimſon velvet;

This collar was to be worn every day, on pain of cauſing one 
maſs to be celebrated, and giving in alms ſeven ſous ſix deniers. In time ot war, on 
a journey, and at home, 3 it was fufficient to wear che image of St. Michael faſtened 
to a gold chain. The officers-were, à chancellor, who kept the ſeal of the order, and 
had the privilege of making propoſals, ſpeaking in chapter, enquiring into and re- 
forming the behaviour of rhe knights, collecting the votes at elections and the proofs 
of the nobility of the candidates; a treaſurer, to kerp the relics, jewels, &c. a herald

ing downe on either fide; with knoppes guilt, and with tarſelles 
of black filk fringe. Then was ſong a pſalme, and that endid 


the ſermon began, which was made by Mr. Raffe Griffin, 
Preach er, who took for his theame theſe woords, viz.

for himſelf; which done, the ſaid Garter conveid the ſaid lord 
again to his place at the head of the corpes ſtanding ſtill in the 


body of the churche, and after obeyzance done Garter ſtandith 


ſtill. Then came Norrey and Lancaſter, and making curteſy to 


Sir Richard Knightley and Sir Robert Lane, they two arriſe, to 
whom the two herralds deliver the coate armor, which is holden 


between the ſaid Sir Richard and Sir Robert, and is brought in 
ſollemn maner and offred at the communyon- table to the vikar ; 
which done, they are conveid to their places by Norrey; but 


Lancaſter ſtondith ſtill at the table; then Norrey takith the

Throkmorton, be brought in former maner to the communyon- 


table; there they offer the ſword to the vikar as before, and ſo are 
reduced to their places.

John Rous is very preciſe in this, for he fixes on the 12th f 
July, in the third year of king Athelſtan's reign, or 926. 
Now the nature of theſe ſingle, combats, wherein the right

a general engagement; ſo that though John Rous is ſo accu- 
rate as to note the day of the month, there is no finding any Pro- 


bable year of our Lord. 

Laſtly, another very . thing is, that Knighton ſays 

earl Guy was goneat the time, the city of Wincheſter was beſieged; 
upon a pilgrimage' to the Holy Land. Our Saxon aficeſtors, my 

lord, went often to Rome on theſe religious errands, but never, 

1 think, to Jeruſalem, ſuch voyages not coming in vogue till 

about the Norman conqueſt ; and ſo we read that earl Swane, 
eldeſt ſon of earl Godwin, went thither by way of penancè for a 


vile murder he had committed. This is the firſt inſtance of any 


Pilgrimage to Jeruſalem, in regard of the Saxons, that I can re- 
collect; for as to Arcuulphus, whoſe voyage thither is men- 
tioned 5 Bede, p. 200 and 324, he was a French biſhop..

thors? 1 anſwer, none at all. There might Be a great warrior 

of the name of Guy; and Colman or ſome other genius, to ingra- 

tiate themſelves with the powerful earls of Warwick, were pleaſed 
to give him that title, and to embelliſh his ſtory with this com- 
bat, after the model of that of David and Goliah *; and as the 
ſtory was invented after the Norman conqueſt, it is from thence 
that we hear of Jeruſalem and the Saracens, the introduction of 
both which cannot eaſily be accounted for upon any other ſuppo- 
ſition. The inventor, wWhoever he Was, effectually gained his 
ends; for it appears from this ſhort account, that Guy after- 
wards be ame a chriſtian name of the Beauchamps earls of War- 
wick, in honour of the champion, and -that his ſtory was pour- 
trayed in the old hangings at Warwick caſtle.
